ROME, Jan. 25.— The funeral of 
Pope Benedict XV will be held at 
three o’clock tom orrow afternoon, 
it was announced at the vatican 
today. 
People today continued to arrive 
from all parts of Italy, tram ping 
through the open air of St. Peters 
in the hope of getting a glimpse of 
the body. More than a half milion 
persons have filed past the funeral 
bier in the two days the body has 
been lying in state. 
Meanwhile cardinals from foreign 
countries continued to arrive for 
the conclave of the sacred college 
of which the new pontiff will be 
elected. 
Cardinal Mercier of Bel­ 
gium, who is looked upon as some­ 
w hat of a “darkhorse” in the elec­ 
tion, is expected to arrive in tim e 
for the funeral.

Thursday, Friday or Saturday, on 
which dates all such cases will be 
taken care of w ithout expense to 
parents. 
I wish to emphasize th at 
the children of all

ents and m ust come on the dates 
specified above. 
“ I have made arrangem ents to 
vaccinate the children at the negro 
school Thursday, January 26, be­ 
ginning a t I o’clock.

He goes about 
the cam pus unassisted, feeling his 
way. Friends read to him and copy 
lectures. Sm ith’s life am bition is 
to study medicine. 
John Bezlock of D etroit, a soph­ 
omore, is practically blind, being 
unable to read. His friends assist 
him in obtaining a literary educa­ 
tion.

INCOMPETENTS ARE KEPT 
The annual turnover in the govern­ 
ment service is something almost in­ 
credible. 
No business corporation, 
however strongly established, could 
long endure the heavy annual drain on 
its resources. Hundreds of men leave 
the government service daily; and 
new, untrained people have to be taken 
on and taught to do the work. This 
costs 
money, 
as 
every 
employer 
knows. 
The resignations from the govern* 
meet service are chiefly from the su­ 
pervisory and moat highly paid posi­ 
tions and from tile very lowest grades. 
The men at the top, if they have any 
Initiative or ability or ambition to 
make a name for themselves, are of­ 
fered private employment at double 
or treble or more what the govern­ 
ment can pay them. 
The people in 
the lowest grades leave for private 
employment when opportunity affords 
because in too many instances they 
actually cannot keep body and soul 
together on their government pay. 
It is the people in the middle clast 
who stay on the longest. The whole 
constant process makes for a steady 
deterioration in tile quality of the 
government service and tends to re­ 
tain the mediocre in public employ­ 
ment 
The civil service commission, through 
which the great bulk of government 
employees are brought into the serv­ 
ice, is acutely aware of this condition 
Its reports give emphasis to the diffi­ 
culty constantly experienced in secur­ 
ing and retaining competent employ­ 
ees. The rotation in office has become 
Increasingly frequent and vitally im­ 
pairs the efficiency of the service. 
During the war there was a lower 
rate of turnover in the mechanical 
forces than in outside establishments. 
The proposition of separations, how­ 
ever, Is excessive in clerical, profes­ 
sional and technical positions, in 
which the rate of turnover sometimes 
amounts to a third of the force in a 
year. 
During the nine months preceding 
the armistice more than 60,000 ap­ 
pointments were made in the civil 
Service and about 28,000 separations 
occurred—that is, for every two ap­ 
pointments made one person left the 
service. For a period of similar length 
following the armistice only 60 per 
cent as many apinjiutments were made, 
but there were nearly 23 per cent more 
separations. In this period almost as 
many positions were vacated as were 
filled. 
The exigencies of the war required 
a great expansion of the clerical 
forces at Washington and elsewhere 
and this was accomplished by a labor 
turnover several times above normal. 
The percentage of declinations of ap­ 
pointments among eligibles on the civ­ 
il service register increased In many 
Instances from 30 to more than 50 per 
cent—that is, more than half the men 
and women who successfully passed 
civil service examinations and were 
offered jobs under the government re­ 
fused to take them. It is estimated 
that more than 950,000 of those who 
met the test were appointed during 
that time. 
The civil service commission says 
flatly: 
••Those familiar with the federal 
Service at Washington know that the 
service is now hampered by the re­ 
tention of Incompetents whose re­ 
moval is rendered difficult by influences 
which are incompatible with the effi­ 
ciency of the service. 
Preferences 
and exemptions increasingly clog the 
departments 
with 
persons who, no 
matter how inefficient, are difficult to 
remove, and whose retention tends to 
destroy the discipline of the service.** 
Among these inefficients, of course, 
are the superannuated and the phys­ 
ically incapacitated. 
The bureau of 
efficiency estimated, before the pass­ 
age of the superannuation retirement 
law, the number of employees in the 
Civil service of the United States sev­ 
enty years of age aud over as follows:

Selecting Hatching Eggs 
Strictly speaking, the first step in 
incubator begins in the breeding 
pens from which the hatching eggs 
are taken; the second step is in 
the selection of eggs which have 
hatchable qualities, while the third 
step is the care of the eggs prior 
to their being placed in an incuba­ 
tor or under a hen. All of these fac­ 
tors have a greater influence than 
is popularly supposed. In fact, there 
is no phase of poultry management 
which reflects so many truths as to 
the stamina aud productive quali­ 
ties of a flock of fowls as incuba­ 
tion, provided the caretaker will 
stir himself to look into the matter. 
If poor hatches result it is a mis­ 
take to condemn the incubator or 
the he without first investigating 
all conditions preliminary to the 
actual hatching operation. Sometime 
the eggs are at fault. Usually it is 
the case. And it may be that the 
operator is largely to blame for the 
shortcomings in the eggs. 
Common sense dictates that it is 
foolhardy to attempt 
to 
secure 
strong, healthy, vigorous offspring 
from anemic, sickly, inbred parent 
stock. Prime hatching eggs are laid 
by fowls in prime condition. Strong 
chicks, the kind that thrive in the 
brooder, are hatched from prime 
eggs. These are natural laws, from 
which there is no evasion, no es­ 
cape. 
As pointed out above, the incu­ 
bator operator’s first step is to be 
sure that the parent birds possess 
all the requirements of good breed­ 
ers, and that they are in 
sound 
health. Until this condition is made 
sure, hatching is a gamble. It need 
not be the gamble that some fear, 
however, if the breeding stock is 
alrignt, because Incubation, whether 
natural or artificial, is in reality 
a very simple process. 
Needless to say, eggs intended for 
hatching should be set as soon as 
possible after 
they are laid. Not 
alone becaue 
the new-laid 
egg 
hatches earlier than the egg which 
is kept a couple of weeks, but be­ 
cause the longer an egg is held, the 
more evaporation takes place, which 
subtracts from its vitality. 
Moreover, in holding eggs there 
is always th danger of unfavorable 
influences being at work. For in­ 
stance, if the eggs are stored in too 
low a temperature the chilling is 
likely to injure them. If they are 
held where it is too warm, the de­ 
velopment of the embryo is likely 
to start and later 
cease, 
which 
means a dead embryo. 
Eggs set the same day they are 
laid usually hatch about 
eighteen 
hours earlier than those kept two 
weeks. As a rule, eggs held more 
than a week lose hatching power, 
though tests have been made at 
experiment stations which show that 
under proper conditions eggs can 
be kept a month and still hatch 
well. 
In cold weather hatching eggs 
should be gathered several times a 
day to preevnt chilling, and in hot 
weather they should be collected at 
frequent intervals to prevent heat­ 
ing. Do not allow the eggs to re­ 
main in the nests for long periods, 
during which time they are covered 
by a number of laying hens, since 
each hen contributes warmth, which 
may start the development of the 
embryo.—H. A. Roberts.

under the revenue act of 1921 by 
way of increased exemptions, low. 
ered surtaxes, and allowances for 
deductions for business expenses, 
losses, contributions, and bad debts. 
The purpose of the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue is to answer the 
questions presented in a series of 
newspaper statements, of which this- 
is the first. Taxpayers are advised 
to preserve the articles as they ap­ 
pear, in order that when they begin 
preparation of their income-tax re­ 
turns for the year 1921 they must 
have before them a comprehensive 
summary of the requirements of the 
new revenue act. 
To the person of moderate in­ 
come, probably the most important 
change is the exemptions, or credits. 
Under the revenue act of 1921 a 
married person or head of a family 
whose 
net income for 1921 was 
$5,000 or les^ is allowed a personal 
exemption oi* $2,500. If the net in­ 
come is-more than $5,000, the per­ 
sonal exemption is $2,000. The ex­ 
emption allowed a married person or 
head of a family under the revenue 
act of 1918 was $2,000, regardless 
of the amount of net income. Ex­ 
emptions for dependents, also, are 
increased from $200 to $400. Thus, 
a married man with threq children 
whose 
net income for 1921 was 
$4,000, will pay this year an income 
tax of $12. On the same income for 


1920 he paid a tax of $56. 
Husband and wife living together 
receive but one personal exemption 
($2,500 or $2,000 as the case may 
be). 
If they make

by either or divided between them.

Insured Parcels To 
Be Receipted Like 
Registered Mails 


Beginning February I, all insured 
parcels will be handled in the same 
manner as registered mail, accord­ 
ing to a postal bulletin received at 
the Ada office and made public 
today by Wilbur Lee, assistant post­ 
master. 
Receipts will be taken for insured 
mail to serve as a post office record 
of delivery, except when delivered 
by city carriers. Receipts will be 
obtained for all insured mail de­ 
livered by rural and village de­ 
livery carriers and all insured man 
delivered at post offices and sta­ 
tions ,either by desk delivery or 
through general delivery, the in- 
stuctions said. 
These receipts will be kept in the 
office for at least a year, it is 
specified, and when claims for in­ 
demnity have been started, the par­ 
ticular receipts involved will be re­ 
tained until the claims are settled. 
Postmasters will see that all par­ 
cels received for delivery are ex­ 
amined for evidence of insurance 
in order that all inusred parcels 
may be - detected and receipts ob- 
taine when delivered by other than 
city carriers.
